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Rescue Route Plotted

Local bus service could be terminated 
next Wednesday, by Trombly Motor Coach 
service, unless some action is forthcoming 
at the local level to extend it. 

The Trombly company, experiencing 
deficits in its local operations, presented 
the problem to Greater Lawrence com- 
munities in October and November, infor- 
ming that unless local subsidies are 
forthcoming, or arrangements made to 
join the Merrimack Valley Regional Tran- 
sit Authority, the service would have to 
cease. 

Lawrence, Methuen and North Andover 
have joined the MVRTA, but Andover 
selectmen this week were reluctant to 
take that step, or any other, without first 
going to town meeting. 

Wednesday morning, Francis J. 
Trombly, owner of the transit company, 


' indicated to the TOWNSMAN, that he felt

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Festival Of Chanukah To Be Observed 


Chanukah is the most ambiguous of 
Jewish holidays. Of all the festivals based 
on ancient historical events, there is more 
knowledge about the date of the oc- 
currence — 165 b.c.e. — and the cir- 
cumstances — the return of the Jerusalem 
Temple to worship of God from Syrian 
paganism — than about any other holy 
day. As clear as this is, the origins of 
kindling candles for each of the eight 
nights of the holiday are obscure. Even the 
rabbis of the Talmud were hard-pressed to 
make the association between the return 
of the Temple of Jewish worship and the 
rituals which had grown up around 
Chanukah. 

Although Chanukah is probably the most

widely observed holiday in Jewish homes, 
there is virtually no traditional Synagogal 
recognition of the festival. However, most 
Synagogues do plan some public obser- 
vance of the holiday. Even the most 
traditional of Jews are not required to abs- 
tain from work, or attend special worship 
Services. 

Long before Christian observance of 
Christmas pervaded the world of the Jew, 
Chanukah held excitement and joy for 
Jewish children. Games and plays and 
special foods added other dimensions to a 
holiday remarkably monolithic in its pur- 
pose. Interaction with the Christian world 
has only added to the importance of 
Chanukah as a period of special light and

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FISH Volunteers Are Good “Neighbors” 


By Linda S. Corbett 


A couple with three children no sooner 
moved to Andover a while back, than the 
mother was hospitalized with a rare dis- 
ease. 

They couldn’t afford child care services 
and the father, in a new job, couldn’t af- 
ford to take time off. 

They called FISH. 


When an elderly woman recently return- 
ed home from a stay in the hospital, the 
cupboards were bare and she couldn’t get 
out to get groceries. 

She called FISH. 


A runaway teenager from Maine, 
hitchhiking on Route 495, was picked up by 
Andover police. They had no provisions to 
house her overnight, so they called FISH. 


Many cancer out-patients have needed 
transportation to Boston for 
chemotherapy or other treatments. 
They've also called FISH. 


Andover FISH, a group of anonymous 
volunteers who try to be ‘“‘neighbors’’ 
when no neighbors are there, quietly went 
about the task of solving those needs 
above. 

In the first instance, volunteers — who 
go only by their first names — took care of 
the youngstres during the week while their 
father was at work. In a similar case, 
when a mother was laid up with 
mononucleosis, FISH volunteers did her 
cleaning and cooking, and took care of her 
children during the day. 

FISH provided the elderly lady with a 
meal and put in some food. While over- 
night housing is not usually provided, 
FISH did, in the case of the runaway girl, 
check references in her hometown and 
find her a home for the night. 

Andover FISH, part of an international 
movement is presently in the middle of a 
two-way drive. First, the volunteers from 
all parts of town, all walks of life and all 
age groups, are seeking more volunteers 
to join their ranks. Secondly, FSH wants 
the community to know they exist in time 
of emergency, temporary need, and how 
to contact them. 

Persons who fall into either category 
can get in touch with the organization 
simply by calling the 24-hour FISH 
number in the directory: 475-1804. 

Members stress that they serve only 
‘“‘temporary needs”’ of Andover residents, 
but will in the right instances do

housework, shopping, babysitting, cook 
meals, provide transportation. They also 
provide companionship, reading and 
transportation for shut-ins and serve as 
something of a clearing house of informa- 
tion about other agencies that might 
provide more permanent solutions to 
peoples’ problems. 

Telephone volunteers, ‘‘the backbone”’ 
of FISH, give at least one full day a month 
to phone duty. Calls are passed on to the 
one on duty by the answering service for a 
24-hour stretch, from 7 a.m. one day to 7 


a.m. the next. That person decides if the 
need is one FISH can serve, and if it is, 
goes down the roster of members to see 
who might be able to help. 

Volunteers can specify what sort of ser- 
vice they’d provide, such as transportation 
or babysitting or whatever, and when. 
Some members are available only after 
work, for instance, others in mornings or 
on a certain day of the week. Some 
volunteer as couples, many individually. 
And volunteers are not obligated to res- 


pond when they’re called, if they have 


other commitments, they just say so. 
Transportation is traditionally the 
biggest need, and it’s often of a non- 
emergency, medical nature (FISH will 
not, for instance, drive a woman in labor 
to the hospital). Andover recently joined 
with Greater Lawrence FISH and the 
American Cancer Society to drive patients 
to Boston for special treatments. 
Members emphasize that the organiza- 
tion offers a great deal of flexibility. The

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A Capital Program Or 


Capital Confusion 


As combined boards review what is supposed to be a 
capital budget program for the next five years for An- 
dover, we find an air of capital confusion arising from 
where it might best be expected — the school depart- 
ment. 

Initially, when capital budgeting was suggested and 
agreed to at town meting in April, there was to be some 
sort of a plan for the town to follow over the next five 
years. Major projects requiring substantial sums to ac- 
complish were to be placed in an orderly fashion, for in- 
clusion in the town manager’s annual budget presenta- 
tion. 

Town and school department set about the task of 
drawing up what best can be described as a ‘‘wish list,’’ 
and submitted it several weeks ago for review process, 
still going on. 

In the submissions presented by the school depart- 
ment were a couple of items which are surfacing ap- 
parently sooner than anticipated, thus throwing off the 
idea of an orderly capital budget planning program. 

Initially, it might be remembered, the school depart- 
ment had a request for some $3 million-plus for 
renovations to the East Junior High school, plus an 
auditorium. 

Within the past week, directions seem to have chang- 
ed to indicate the school department is in need of a new 
building, rather than renovation of the old structure. 

Indications from the educators state that the old 
junior high structure is not suitable to meet the needs of 
modern educational approach, 

School authorities may well be right when they say 
that adapting the old junior high to modern needs is a 
difficult task at best. 

But, the building itself has been the subject of much 
discussion and planning in the past decade, with little to 
show for ultimate decisions. 

For instance, ten years ago there was a capital budget 
planning process, which included need for a new junior 
high building to meet the needs. 

At the time there was suggestion that the present 
building could well be converted to a civic center type

Unless some dramatic action takes place between 
now and next Wednesday, local bus service will no 
longer be available in Andover. The Boston commuter 
bus would continue. 

For a particular portion of the population — the 
senior citizens — such a thought is disastrous. 

The Trombly Motor Coach service, which picked up 
the local service along with the Boston Commuter run 
about ten years ago, has understandably come upon 
times which could have been anticipated — deficit in its 
local operations. 

To offset that deficit and keep the line running in An- 
dover, the transit company has presented to the town 
the option of joining the Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority or subsidizing the local run outright. 

Neither option is acceptable to the selectmen without 
first going to town meeting, a practice they have 
traditionally followed. 

North Andover, which operates under town meeting 
form, has agreed to join, through action of the 
selectmen there, along with Lawrence and Methuen, 
communities which do not have to go to the public 
forum of town meeting for a decision. 

Andover has sought a hearing by the Department of 
Public Utilities on the cessation of service proposed for 
Dec. 7 in Andover by Trombly. 

We can understand the reluctance of Trombly to con- 


operation with municipal and school offices ac- 
comodated within the structure and the auditorium. 

Renovations were provided for in some capital spen- 
ding programs extended over two years, to update such 
things as plumbing and electrical work in the old 
building, originally Punchard High school, while of- 
ficials decided what future it has as an educational 
plant. 

Now, a decade or so later, it would appear that the 
bricks and mortar which are East Junior High school, 
are no longer applicable to making it a school plant. 

This, in view of the town studying what it is to do 
about declining enrollment and in the face of commen- 
tary that the ‘‘bulge”’ will be passing through the secon- 
dary level within a few years. 

All of which leads to an abundance of confusion. 

There is little doubt that school authorities would be 
most happy to develop a campus type arrangement off 
Shawsheen road, to include a new educational plant and 
an auditorium. 

And to go hat in hand to the state seeking building 
funds to assist in the project — a percentage of the total 
cost not including interest the town will have to pay. 

All this sounds like we aren’t totaly convinced of the 
need, sympathetic, to a degree, but in need of more con- 
vincing statistics supportive of more than a single 
theory. 

It also causes some doubts as to the value of all this 
work on a capital budgeting program. 

Capital budgeting makes good sense. It provides for 
proper and adequate economic planning when ap- 
proached in a proper manner. 

Undoubtedly there was considerable effort put into 
the production of the document now under scrutiny of 
selectmen, finance committee, planners and school 
committee. 

But, before it even gets to a stage of implementation, 
priorities are being adjusted and programs or projects 
altered. This could be anticipated, of course, but 
possibly not to the major degree that is forcast with the 
current thinking of the school department.

tinue service in Andover without a commitment from 
the town, while three other communities have voted to 
participate in a regional plan. 

Status of the problem at the moment is that it would 
appear no decision on either outright subsidy, or joining 
a regional authority can be made until the town meeting 
in April. 

Mr. Trombly suggested this week that he would check 
with counsel and banks to see if he could continue to 
serve the town until such time as a vote were taken at 
the April town meeting. He even went so far as to in- 
dicate that he would absorb the loss himself, if the town 
ultimately rejected the appropriation in April.

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Carter Criticized as Administrator

WASHINGTON - There 
has been a lot of grumbling 
in Washington lately about 
the way President Carter 
runs the White House. 

His critics complain that 
he is trying to do too much 
himself. The president is 
loaded down with so much 
paperwork that he puts ina 
prodigious, 80-hour work 
week to keep ahead of the 
accumulation. 

They claim he doesn’t 
delegate enough authority. 
They say he reserves for 
himself decisions that 
should be made by subordi- 
nates. Yet in the same 
breath, the critics com- 
plain that he leaves too 
much power in inexperi- 
enced hands. They say he 
expects his people to be 
self-motivators and 
doesn’t provide strong cen- 
tral control. 

I have taken up these 
criticisms with the presi- 
dent personally. He admit- 
ted it is not uncommon for 
him to keep his nose to the 

presidential grindstone 
from 6 in the morning until 
midnight. But he insisted it 
was not a chore but a 
challenge for him. 

The White House re- 
corded our conversation. 
So let me quote directly 
what the president said: 

"My long hours are be- 
cause I choose to have 
them. I could get by and 
probably have just as good 
a public image by working 
four hours a day. I could 
come in at 10 and work

until 3 in the afternoon and 
take off." 

Carter told me that he 
takes a "personal interest 
in the organizational struc- 
ture of government and the 
preparation of basic legis- 
lative proposals.” He said 
he’s vitally interested in 
learning all about every 
foreign leader who visits 
him. He is given detailed 
briefing books, he said, on 
each foreign visitor. 

I asked about the 
charges that he doesn’t 
delegate enough authority. 
He disagreed. He insisted, 
to quote him, that he "dele- 
gates a lot.” But at the 
same time, he demands 
that his subordinates keep 
him informed. 

The president told me his 
"best adviser” is his wife. 
"l trust her judgment on 
matters with which she is 
familiar,” he said. "Obvi- 
ously, she can’t exhibit any 
special knowledge about 
foreign affairs or Defense 
or Agriculture or Interior 
matters. But as far as the 
attitudes of the country 
and so forth, I trust her 
judgment as well as I do 
anyone.” 

Next to his wife, the 
president said, he listens 
most closely to his friend, 
Atlanta attorney Charles 
Kirbo. Then he named 
White House advisers 
Hamilton Jordan, Jody 
Powell, Robert Lipshutz 
and Stuart Ejizenstat. 

On basic policy deci- 
sions, Carter said, he turns 


for advice "to my staff 
members who are right 
around me here, most of 
whom are people I have 
known for a long time.” 

Trustbust Flop: Fifty 
years ago, before the fed- 
eral trustbusters started 
cracking down on big busi- 
ness, 200 American corpo- 
rations owned 45 percent of 
all manufacturing assets 
in the United States. 
Today, the top 200 corpora- 
tions own 60 percent of all 
the manufacturing assets. 

In short, the trustbusters 
aren’t busting trusts fast 
enough to keep up. Last 
year alone, more than 2,200 
small businesses were 
swallowed up by large cor- 
porations.

Andover’s Golden Warriors missed out 
ona Super Bowl bid but ended the season 
on an up-note, by taking the traditional

Then it was Rick Collins’ turn, as he in- 
tercepted a pass and returned it to the 
Central 35. Silva, playing quarterback for 
Welsh who sprained his ankle early in the 
game, hit Collins with a 22-yard pass for 
pay dirt. 

Farnham scored the last Andover 
touchdown when he pulled in a 23-yard 
pass from Welsh with 3:29 left in the half. 
That play was set up by Mike Hart 
recovering a Raider fumble. 


The Warriors had totalled 231 yards, 10 
first downs and 34 plays in the first half, 
while Central collected only 31 total yards, 
one first down and 18 plays.

master charge

Cohen said there was an outstanding 
question with regard to joining a regional 
authority, noting that various facets of 
becoming a member must be studied. 

He said it is no problem to become a 
member, but there are difficulties in get- 
ting out and apportionment of costs which 
must be considered. 

Trombly said he was willing to abide by 
a decision to continue the service in An- 
dover, if the other participating com- 
munities did not object. He further said he 
would assume the cost, if it was rejected 
and would check with his counsel to see if 
there was any other way the local buses 
could continue to run in Andover. 

Wednesday, Trombly indicated that his 
lawyers had advised there was no other 
way. 

James Trombly, at the end of the ses- 
sion, apologized for the emergency situa- 
tion in which the town and firm finds itself 
at present. He said the company would do 
all in its power to keep the service, and 
asked selectmen to do likewise.

town the service would have to be sub- 
sidized, if it is to be continued. 

Acting Manager Cohen said the town 
was appraised of the problem about Nov. 1 
and added that town meeting is the only 
vehicle through which contracts can be 
made by the town. No contracts or ap- 
propriations have ever been made without 
town meeting approval, he pointed and the 
selectmen agreed, that this was 
traditional practice in Andover. 

Chairman Susan T. Poore, in noting the 
necessity of going to town meeting for a 
vote on the matter, s2id Trombly should 
be understanding of the problem as well as 
the co-operation the town has given to the 
bus company over the years. 

James Trombly, vice president of the 
firm and the owner’s son explained that 
historically local bus service is a losing 
proposition, a matter local officials could 
have been aware of since they took it over 
ten years ago. 

The younger Trombly also explained 
that problems would result from con- 
tinuing local service in Andover if they did 
not participate in the regional authority 
contract. It would mean keeping separate 
books and would leave the three par- 
ticipating towns as contributors, getting 
the regular routes. 

During the course of discussion it was 
determined that the other towns would not 
be assessed Andover’s share of costs, 
should they agree to await and April town 
meeting vote. 

Selectman Philip Salamone questioned 
the Tromblys on the timing of the matter, 
noting that they should have been aware of 
the problem in time to present it to the Oc- 
tober town meeting. Salamone also said he 
felt the firm should be sympathetic to the 
problem facing selectmen with the town 
meeting form of government and that 
body being the only one able to make a 
final decision on such a matter. 

Selectman Albert Cole concurred with 
Salamone on the timing matter, noting 
that he thought it peculiar the matter was 
presented now in view of town meeting 
schedules. 

Frank Trombly said the timing was not 
by choice. He explained that he had been 
confined to the hospital by a recent illness 
and despite updated records, the problem 
did not surface until October. 

He also explained that while local ser- 
vice has never run profitably, until recent- 
ly some of the deficit could be picked up by 
school bus, charter and Boston bus routes 
operated by the company. 

Citing some of the figures contributing 
to the problem Trombly said, ‘‘As of Aug. 
31, the firm had lost $109,000, a bus which 
cost $48,000 a few years ago, now costs 
$90,000, my insurance which cost $78,000 a 
year ago, now costs $125,000,”’ concluding 
with we have operated as long as we could 
without seeking subsidy.”’ 

Joining MVRTA would cost the town 
about $4,000 annually and would be 
deducted from cherry sheet receipts. 
Straight subsidy would be more, if the 
town chose that route.

(\ wed frou Tape 27) 
volunteers spend their time outreaching 
on a one-to-one basis, not in meetings with 
other volunteers. 

The FISH movement was launched in 
England in 1961 by a minister and his 
parish, who felt that showing they care 
about others might be a solution to the 
decline in old-fashioned neighborliness. 

A card bearing the fish symbol — the 
fish also identified early Christians for 
centuries — was distributed to every home 
in the village. When that card was placed 
in a window, it signified a need, and a 
volunteer would soon turn up at the door to 
help. 

FISH in the U.S. had its beginnings ina 
West Springfield, Mass., church some 
three years later. Since then it has become 
more ecumenical and no one knows for 
sure how many chapters there are. 

Andover FISH began at West. Parish 
Church and the parishioners there are still 
very active. The organization, ho however, is 


supported by all the churches in town, as 
well as residents who aren’t affiliated 
with any.
